The Richmond Climax relates a couple 
of incidents in the life of the late Rev. Dr.

When Dr. Henderson was in charge of 
the Church in Paris, he had preached 
faithfully fur two years without having 
receivod a cent of his salary. He grew 
tired at last and resigned. Said he: "My 
brethren, I must quit. I can't live on 
air. But 1 will recommend as my suc- 
cessor one who will f uit you exactly and 
never complain ai I have done. Send 
for Dr. Tanner!'' 

Dr Henderson was once a physician— 
hence the title Doctor " One of the 
first marriage ceremonies he ever per 
formed was a tragic one Judge John 
R Thomas of Lebanon, now deceased, 
and Miss Shuck, a beautiful young girl, 
were engaged to be married, and all was 
in readines- for the ceremony. The' 
guests had assembled, the sumptuous 
dinner of olden times was spread, and 
the Minister had taken his position under 
the wedding bell. Suddenly a shriek 
rent the air In passing before a blazing 
grate the bride's filmy white dress caught 
fire, and in an instant she was enveloped 
n flames from head to foot. She was 
borne to a couch and her injuries were 
found to be beyond human aid. Her 
father, a famous physician, strove to save 
his daughter's life, but she only lived an 
hour. With the knowledge that before 
another sunrise she would be no more, 
Miss Shuck consented to have her mar- 
riage ceremony proceed. Dr. Henderson 
performed the ceremony in the very 
presence of death, which, a i 
later, divorced the united hearts.

That 
tendency increases employment, wages, 
prosperity. Protectionists do not vote to 
increase the price of wheat, but they do 
vote to increase the amount of employ- 
ment at home.

For Farm Products.

The Boston Herald complains that 
what they are compelled to buy in the 
East is higher nuw thaa it was a year 
'ago. "The prime necessities of life" are 
quoted higher as follows: 

Flour ia fully 55 per cent, higher. 

Corn ia 9 to 10 per cent, higher. 

Pork Is over 33J per cent, higher 

Mutton is over 25 per cent higher 

Potatoes are over 100 per cent, high 

Butter is more than 15 percent, higher. 

Eggs are over 10 per cent, higher. 

Wool ia nearlv SO per cent, higher. 

Hides are 40 per cent higher. 

We accept all tbcae figures as correct. 
We point to tbem with pride. We can 
assure The Boston Herald that eve 
tbeee increased prices the farmers who 
grow these above named articles do not 
make too much money. A year ago the 
complaint was that prices were too low. 
They were too low. Agricultural prices 
under the lower Tariff meant ruin for 
tbe farmers. It did not pay to till the 
land. It was a question of living prices. 
The new prices are fairly satisfactory. 
They are none too high. 

How do theaa prices help tbe East? 
There are farmers in tbe Eastern stiles. 
Tbe farmers of the great Mississippi Val- 
ley who receive living wages will buy 
more of tbe product* of tbe factories of 
> the Beat. That will make a demand for 
manufactured goods. That will increase 
the, opportunities for labor and tend to 
increase the wages. The greatest amount 
of business la not done on low prices, 
but on reasonable prices. The American 
farmer cannot grow wheat or com or 
pork or wool for lower prices than those 



The Gofernment Pension Lists 
Will Be Published. 



GETTIXV RID OF TUB FRAfDS. 



tfiwhinufon Latter Chlcauo Record. 
. A bill will be introduced in Congress 
and pressed for passage this session pro- 
viding for the publication of a list of 
persons now drawing pensions from the 
L'Dited States, fer the purpose of submit- 
ting it to public scrutiny. 

Tbe ultimate object is to secure criticism 
and information concerning those whose 
nameB will appear. There are tens of 
thousands of persons drawing pensions 
who are not entitled to them and have 
obtained them by fraud, although it is 
difficult to prove it. 

If a list of the names of pensioners in 
every county or township was posted in a 
conspicuous place with a brief statement 
of the military service claimed, the 
amount of tbe pension and tbe reason why 
it was granted it would doubtless bring 
down upon tbe Commissioner here volun 
tary evidence from neighbors and former 
comrades of the greatest value. 

There Is no good reason why Ihe pension 
list should not be made public. A pun 
sion is a badge of honor, a reward for pa 
triotism and faithful military service. 

value is very much reduced in the 
mind of every honest citizen when it is 
enjoyed by unworthy men and is 
conferred upon those who have no title 
to it. 

If the pension list should be published 
as proposed the revelation would caua« 
astonishment in every community. It 
would expose thousands of impostors and 
:n who performed no military service, 
so little that tbey would not be able to 
face their former comrades. Every now 
and then tbe agents of tbe Pension Bureau 
ble over cases in which men who 
performed little or no service during tbe 
War have been awarded honors which 
one but crippled veterans are entitled to 
and others who are in ill health or are 
disabled are receiving credit and compen- 
sation for disabilities that can in no way 
be attributed to their military eervice. 

This movement was not proposed by 
civilians or enemies of the pension system. 
It is backed by tbe Loyal Legion and 
members of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, who feel a pride in their pensions 
ad are determined to do all tbey can to 
rive the frauds out of the Pension Office 
ist as tbey drove tbem out of tbe camps 
uring the War. 

The people at Orand Army headquarters 
say that tbe organization is anxious to 
purge the pension roll if it can be done 
without injustice to deserving soldiers 
and their widows, but tbey think tbe 
number of fraudulent pensions has been 
very much exaggerated.

DURRANT DEAD. 

The Murderer of Two Girls 
r - Dies on the Scaffold. 

Justice at Last Overtakes the Crim- 
; inal of the Century. 




Bar CJumtih Pmsos, Cel., Jan. 8.-- 
When W. a. T. Durant awoke at 6:30 
Friday morning, he was apparently 
greatly refreshed by his night's sleep, 
which had feen sound and peaceful 
throughout the night. His last night 
upon earth had been one of excite- 
ment as he had been visited by his par- 
ents, a minister and newspapermen 
lor some hours, and did not retire un- 
til midnight, half an hour after his 
mother had left him. 

It was characteristic of the prisoner, 
whs has always been scrupulously neat 
and dapper In his attire, that he should 
object to the white socks provided by 
the jail authorities, and demanded 
black ones, which were also given him. 

During the act of dressing Durrant 
wh less nervous than his gunrds, 
whom he surprised, when his breakfast 
was brought in, by eating heartily and 
with evident relish of steak, toast and 
fruit Aftcrdiscusslnjjhisliistmeal Dur- 
rant read a chapter from his bible and 
then received a visit from Capt. Edgar, 
to Whom he expressed a desire to de- 
liver a short address from the scaffold. 
Shortly afterward Mrs. Durrant called 
at the prison and was admitted to the 
death chamber for a last interview 
with her son. Their meeting was an 
affecting one, although both strove to 
maintain their composure. 

At 0:30 a. m. Warden Hale visited 
the death chamber for the purpose of 
reading the death warrant to the con- 
demned man, who listened to the well 
known contents of that document « itli 
respectful attention, no outward sign 

When It was anally decided that 
Durrant should accept the Catholic 
faith, his parents met Father Lagan 
in the warden's office, and accompanied 
him to the death chaniltrr, where the 

and the Catholic service performed. 
Durrant evinced the most lively inter- 
eat in the service. He then conversed 
with his parent.-, for a few minutes, 
and shortly after 10 o'clock bade them 
farewell for the last time and prepared 
for his march to the scaffold. 

At 10*8 a m. the gates of the prison 
had closed on the last mau who could 
witness the hanging. The crowd had 
fathered in the cold, bare room ad- 
joining the place of execution, but 



There was no scene at the gallows. 
Mrs. Durrant did not witness the exe- 
cution. She remained in a room In 
the lower part of the prison and show- 
ed unmistakable signs of grief temp- 
ered with n dogged desire to create the 
impression that she was too proud to 
weep. 

At 10:34 o'clock: the fruil door that 
guards the threshold of the gallows 
room swung open ami the little party 
conducting Durrant to the gallows en- 
tered. Father Lagan led. draped lu 
cassock and surplice and chanting the 
prayers for the dying. Durrant. his 
father, a friend. Warden Hale and the 



around the gallows to the front, 
while the condemned man and 
his escort climbed the IS steps 
that led to the platform and 
the waiting trap. At last Theodore 
Durrant stood upon the gallows: He 
gave no signs of weakening. His 
slight figure was as erect as though it 
had been his marriage morning. The 
'broad leather strap that bound his 
arms to his sides allowed his wrists 
some play and his fingers wrested 
Hlghtly on the strap. Five minutes 
dater when his body was swinging 
Jlke a pendulum beneath the trap, the 
Angers, now all blue and chilled look- 
ling, still rested where he had placed 
them aa he left the cell. Instant- 



it his neck. The 
s chin high In the air 
to make room for the stiff new line, 
Vnotted In the peculiar fashion of the 
hangman. By an unusual privilege 
'the condemned man was permitted to 
wear a low collar, opening In front, 
and a white satin tie, Uis face was 
pale, but It was uot the ashy pale- 
ness of terror. It was the face 
of a man who, knowing that he 
has a momentous thing to do, is 
resolved to do it like a man. 
The rope about his neck and the 
hangman turned to get the black cap, 
when the erect head turned and Dur- 
rant whispered a request to be allowed 
to speak. It was granted. Then, with 
his feet on the trap, the cord about his 
throat tied fast to the cross beam on 
the gallows, the holy water of his bap- 
tism In the Catholic church on his 
head, he said these final words: "I de- 
sire to say that although I am an lnno- 
cent man, Innocent of every crime that 
has been charged against me, I bear 
no animosity toward those that have 
persecuted me, not even the press of 
Ban Francisco, which hounded me to 
the grave. If any man thinks I am go- 
ing to spring a sensation, I am not, ex- 
cept it is a sensation that I am an 
Innocent man brought to the grave by 
my perseoutura. But 1 forgive them 
all. They will get their justice from 
the Great God who is Master of us all 
and there I also expect to get justice 
that Is the justice of an Innocent man. 
Whether or not the perpetrators of the 
crime of which I am oharged are dis- 
t covered, it will make no difference to 
me now, but I say this dsy will be a 
shame to the great state of Callfornl a 
I forgive every body who has perse- 
' euted nle, an Innooeut man whose 
hands have never been stained with 
blood, and I go to meet my God with 
forgiveness for all men."

The guards, impatient for their task, 
for the suspense was harder on them 
than on the condemned, drew the sable 
cap over his head. - As the descending 
cap covered his face there was no 
change In the expression of the man, 
who almost In the same Instant was 
dead. Hardly was the cap adjusted 
when the trap dropped with 1U loud 
rattle, the only sound in the intense 
silence. The body dropped, there 
was the sound of the tugging

Npw York, Jan. 8.— R G. Dun A Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade Saturday 
says: 

In failures 1807 was not only the best 
year since 18ft}, but on the whole the 
best ever definitely known. With 13,- 
t>i* failures, In number 111 per cent 
less than 1800. anil 818s,58 1.771 default- 
ed liabilities, 34.0 per cent, less than In 
1800, the year's banking failures count- 
ed for «3o,84 u ,700, and the commercial 
failures were bull.;. ...1. with liabilities 
Of 81&4,H32,071, the sverage per 
failure being only 811. ,v.U, tin- 
lowest ever known except in ISM. 
But even in that year the failures dur- 
ing the last half averaged liabilities of 
of 810,477 per failure, while in the last 
half of 1807 the average was only 
$9,593. The returns by branches of 
business show that in 16 out 28 classes 
the failures were lower than In any 
previous year of which there Is record, 
with especially large decrease In the 
great number of unclassified manufac- 
turing and trading failures 

The new year began with disappoint- 
ment for speculators in stocks and 
grain, which is not a bad sign. Prices 
of stocks have gained a little, after 
yielding at first and closed 73 cents per 
share higher for railroads, and 81.05 
per share higher for trusts.
